Interest. 


For the benefit of Rushvilie’s many 
anglers who have been mak ing inquir­ 
ies about the new fish law, since a 
brief account appeared in the Repub­ 
lican a few days ago, it may be stated 
that possession of seine, dip net, pond j 
net, spear or gig or trap is prohibited. 
The fine is $5 to $200 and to which | 
may be added imprisonment in the! 
county jail for any determined period. ! 
Closed season for all varieties of J 
fish in inland lak es, March 30 to May 
1$; fine for 
violation. $5 each fish 
caught and $10 to $35 for each attem pt 
j 
to catch fish during the closed season. 
Provided, that this law does not pre-! 
vent any person from catching fish; 
with hook and line in any streams j 
and pond! in the State at any time. • 
Fishing through ice is permitted, 
j 
but with not more than two lines. j 
Fishing from shanties is prohibit© 1, 
and the shipping of game fish out of 
the State is prohibited. 
Shooting of 
fish is prohibited; fine, $50 to $500, to 
which may lie added imprisonment.

During the past year the 
machines have been built by contract 
at ^Davenport, but the company re­ 
cently organized and capitalized at 
$40,000and wishes to establish a plant 
of its own.

It will be news to many people to 
Learn tfiat, under the law just passed 
by the last ^legislature, chick ens will 
no longer be permitted to run at large. 
People who raise 
poultry will 
be 
obliged to furnish quarters for them, 
and k eep their fowls enclosed therein. 
If the chick ens ecsape and encroach 
upon a 
neighbor's 
property, 
that 
neighbor is justified by the law in 
k illing the chick ens and converting 
them to his own use 
In such a case 
the owner of the fowl has no recourse. 
Parties raising chick ens should con­ 
form to the law at once, or sell the 
birds to a poultry dealer. 
Perhaps no one source has been the 
cause of more neighborhood quarrels 
and hard feelings than this subject 
which the law is at last attempting to 
regulate. 
Prompt action on the part 
of parties concerned in raising chick 
ens will do away with the annoyance 
before tit is year’s crop is old enough 
to do 
any encroaching. 
Therefore, 
see to it that your neighbors’ chick ­ 
ens are not allowed to bother others. 
Your neighbors will do the same for 
vou.

Mr. Hudson intends k eeping 
the tract intact during hia life, ana 
he will mak e provision iu his will for 
its maintenance after his death. 


The Ittle town of Laurel was visit­ 
ed by burglars Wednesday night. The 
intruders made a specialty of business 
places aud no private residences were 
disturbed. 
The drug store of W. R. Smith. 
Steffey Brothers’ saloon, the postoffice, 
Fred Ensutiuger’s dry goods store and 
the Big Four depot were the places 
entered. 
At 
each place 
an entrance 
was 
effected by the use of duplicate or 
sk eleton k eys. 
The thieves, of whom 
it ¡^thought there were several, are 
supposed to be local characters. 
W. R. Smith, the druggist, is the 
heaviest loser. 
At his place the rob­ 
bers procured a roll of money contain­ 
ing $25 and seven or eight good watch­ 
es. 
They entered a restaurant ami se­ 
cured 
some 
oysters 
and 
other 
eatable« 
aud 
then 
proceeded 
to 
Steffey Brothers’ saloon, where they 
enjoyed an extensive repast. 
The postoffice was entered but the 
thieves could not find anything there 
that they could mak e use of, the cash 
being iu safe k eeping. 
At Ensmiuger’s store a number of 
articles and several pairs of shoes were 
tak en. 
At the depot the thieves made a 
thorough search, but could not find 
much that was portable. 
They tore a 
slot machine off the wall and carried 
it out t3 the old canning factory where 
it was burs ted open and robbed of its 
contents, consisting of a quantity of 
candy and 'about seventy-five cents. 
Agent Ferris has a small revolver in 
a drawer, but the thieves contempt­ 
uously refused to tak e it. 
For several years there has been a 
good deal of petty thieving going on 
in Laurel and yesterday morning when 
the raid was discovered the business 
men got together “and determined to 
run the offenders down. 
A sum to de­ 
fray expenses was quick ly subscribed, 
and every effort to bring the guilty 
parties into court will be made. 
Bloodhounds were telephoned for at 
Dk yton, Ohio, and they arrived at 4 
o’clock yesterday evening. 
It was stated that the total cash 
value of the goods stolen Wednesday 
night amounted to abont $150. 
There is no doubt but what there 
art' some desperate characters about 
Laurel. 
The whole business part of 
the town, including thirteen build­ 
ings, was burned five or six years ago, 
and it was declared that the fire was 
the work of incendiaries. 
O nlr a few 
week s ago a similar robbery occurred 
at Metamora. 


Figures showing the increase in the

The aggregate increase in the 
four hospitals for tlie insane is seven­ 
ty, while the increase of the four 
correctional institutions is 156. 
The care of the State’s wards for 
the first three months has cost $437,- 
786 61. ‘This is $4,59 6.9 7 more than 
for a similar length of time last year, 
fo this figure is added au additional 
$6006 25 expended for repairs, 
new 
buildings and equipment.

GET THEIR FEES 


Fa v o ra ble Decisio n Ha nded Do wn 


by Supreme Co urt in 


Test Ca ses. 


¡¡¡The “ back 
salary” law, enacted 
by the Legislature of 19 03, was held 
to be constitutional by the Supreme 
Court in a decision handed down Wed­ 
nesday in the case of Perry county 
against George J. Lindem&n, present 
county clerk . 
Effort was marie to re­ 
sist payment of $1,641.51, alleged by 
Lindeman to have been due him for 
the collection of fees. 
Perry county was one of a number 
of counties in the State wherein the 
clerk s were compelled to raise, by the 
collection of fees, the salaries due 
them. 
The act of 19 03 provided that 
clerk s and sheriffs should be allowed 
their full fees pertaining to their 
offices which could be collected by fee 
bills. 
Instead of waiting for their salaries 
until the fees 
collected 
shonld be 
sufficient to pay them, they were to re­ 
ceive them as soon as they coaid prove 
to the Board of Commissioners, by the 
return of a fee bill, that payment of 
the cost remaining uncollected could 
not be enforced. In its application the 
law was limited to 
officers whose 
terms expire*! after Jan. 1, 19 00. 
It is estimated that fully 300 present 
and former office holders iu cite btate 
have been waiting for the decision on 
the law. 
Many of them will now 
bring suits for hack salaries. The find­ 
ing effects the case of Sheriff Bain- 
bridge and Sheriff Luther of Shelby 
county.
